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DISGORGER TORCH

This invention relates to a fish disgorger torch. 

Fish disgorgers are a welt known fishing tool which 
comprise of a specially made piece of plastic or 
metal made specifically to facilitate the removal 
of a hook from the mouth of a fish. 

Whilst disgorgers may be easily used in good 
lighting conditions difficulties arise where light 
levels are loWj such as at dusk and at night- 
time. The use of separate light sources such as 
hand held torches imposes handling problems where 
it is necessary to hold the fishj torch and 
disgorger, fixed illumination such as "cap lamps 
mounted on the anglers head partly solve the 
problem but do not provide accurately placed 
illumination in the area required* 

According to the present invention there is 
provided a compact hand held torch to which a 
disgorger tool is fixed though the means of a small 
collar attached to the lens end of the torch. The 
position of the collar and disgorger tool is so 
arranged that the illumination provided by the 
torch is directed onto the disgorger tool end. Into 
the top of the collar is a securing screw to 
stabilise the tool in use as well as providing for 
adjustability and interchange of alternative 
disgorger tools. 

The whole assembly thus also provides for an 
accurately aligned light source of minimum 
illumination level and correspondingly less 
disturbance to the fishing area in general. 
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A specific embodiment of the invention will now be 
described by way of example with reference to the 
r accompanying drawing in which: 

Figure 1 shows the disgorger tool* 

Referring to the drawing the disgorger tool 
comprises of a torch unit [1] with a specially made 
collar attachment [2} permanently fixed to the 
light emitting end. This collar is bored to accept 
the disgorger tool [Zl which is clamped in place by 
means of the top retaining screw [4]. 
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CLAIMS 


Claim 1 It is an aid to people who like to go 
night fishing and need some help to 
see when they are getting a hook out 
of a fishes mouth. 


Oaim 2 It is divised to take the hook out of the 
Fishes mouth without any discomfort 
To the fish 
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
